Pontiff’ Expresses His Horror at the

ROME, July 18.—Pope Leo has addressed 
the Cardinal Vicar a letter regarding the 
Chinese massacres, in which he says: 

** Besides filling our soul with grief for 
so much human bloodshed, the mournful 
events make us anxious about the apostolic. 
vicars¢ residing there.“ The letter also re- 
ferred to the dangers undergone by the mis- 
sionaries as well as by native Christians in 
China. The Pope concludes by asking that 
prayers be said in all churches in behalf of 
the distant brethren.

| American, Government’s Definition of 
Purpose in China Adopted by Other 
Nationg—Administration Unoficial- 
ly Notifies Europe That This Gov- 
ernment Must Be Consulted Before 
the Final Settlement of the Far 
Bastern Question Is Reached. _ 


Washington, D. C., July 18.—[ Special. }— 
There has been a decided grouping of Euro- 
pean sentiment around the declaration of 
principles formulated by this country two 
weeks ago. At that time the United States 
declared that it did not seek any territorial 
indemnity, but merely proposed to take 
action to procure peace in China at all haz- 
ards. The different nations have voluntarily 


a general sort of way. 

Since then this country has gone a step 
farther and has intimated to the other pow- 
ers that the United States proposes to as- 
sert its rights in a hearing regarding the 
partition of China. Last fall the tendency 
on the part of the United States was to 
protest against the partition of China, but 
not to interfere with it provided that the 
countries that grabbed territory gave to the 
United Statés the same commercial privi- 
leges it enjoyed under Chinese rule. 

This was the open door policy in a nutshell. 
The murder of Minister Conger and the 
landing of American troops in China put an 
entirely different phase upon the situation. 


Must Include America, 


The United States has informally notified 
the other powers that this country must 
hereafter be reckoned with im all steps taken 
either: for pacification of partition in Obina. 
In furtherance of this policy it is believed 
the United Stetes, Germany, and Great 
Britain have taken a determined stand, and 
have in effect, though quite informally, said 
to the other powers that the action taken to 
punish the Chinese for the massacre at 
Pekin and all operations of the allied army 
must be entirely independent of questions 
ot territory. The three nations mentioned 
are understdod to have declared their in- 
tention of insigting that the movement of 


the troops no nation shall corstitute a 
claim upon tory by the mere fact Of o- 
cupation. 


So far as can be learned the United States, 
Germany, and Great Britain not only de- 
clare but are prepared to insist that all 
claims for indemnity, both financial and 
territorial, must be held in abeyence until 
the joint military operations are concluded, 
‘This understanding on the part of the 
three great military powers has been quite 
sufficient to quiet the situation, and Japan 
has already landed its army corps on the 
distinct understanding that it will be fully 
paid for its extra exertion, but that neither 
Japan nor Rusela nor any other nation will 
be permitted to profit by the situation which 
has been created by e horrible attack upon 
the diplomatic envoys of all nations. | 
The understanding referred to, while only 
a tacit one thus far, is believed to be quite 
strong enough to dominate the situation. It 
is said President McKinley's trip to Wash- 
ington was largely, if not entirely, caused 
by the necessity of talking over with him ne- 
gotiations which could not well be commit- 
ted to paper. | 

Most of the diplomats now here called at 
the State department today, including the 
German, French, and Chinese representa- 
tives, and it is believed they were fully in- 
formed of the general understanding 
reached by the powers to get to Pekin as 
spon as possible, make China habitable by 
foreigners, and then settle the future gov- 
ernment of the country by a peaceable con- 
gress of all the civilised nations that have 
an interest in China, whether they be great 
or small. 7 

Believe Situation Improves. 
_ Official views of the situation in China 
have changed so rapidly for the better as to 
induce the Preaident to make his plans for a 
return to the cot at Canton tomorrow. 

This is the best possible indication of the 
decided relaxation of the strain of the last 
week, for the President would not leave 
Washington if he felt his presence here was 
at all necessary. . 

The dispatches announcing the capture of | 
the native City of Tien Tsin furnished the 
sole reason for abandoning the idea of ap- 
pealing to Congress. If the allies had been 
driven out of Tien Tein back to the seacoast 
at Taku the inevitable result would have 
been to fan the flames of revolt In China into 
a conflagration which would have swept the 
empire from end to end. | 

An extra session of Congress to provide 
more troops was deemed inevitable on Mon- 
Gay. On Tuesday it was barely possible, 
and today it is quite improbable unless there 
should be some new disaster in China. | 


Credence to Chinese News. 
* This fact induced the officials to take a 
more hopeful view of the situation, and un- 
der the influence of this sentiment consid- 
erably more ¢redence has been given today 
to a dispatch from the Governor of Shah- 
tung forwarded from Consul Fowler at Che-

Ber Singh was a member of the 
Nineteenth Bombay Infantry of the British 
army for six years, and later served in the 
British police in China, being stationed at 
Shanghai and Hankow. 

“The preseht conditions in China have 
been coming for some time,“ he said.
